Rome was not built in 
a Day. - By Viliem the Conqueror, Legates from the Pope, to 
hear and determine Eccleſiaſtical Cauſes, were admitted. , Henry 
the Firſt, after much Contecfi, yields to the Pope the Patrona- 
ges and Donations of Biſhopricks, and all other E-clefiaſtical 
Benefices4 it being decreed at Rome, that no Lay-Perſon ſhould 
giveany Eccleſiattical Charge. King Stephen grants, that Appeals - 
be made to the Court of Rome. In Henry the Second*s Days, 
the Pope gets the .Clergy, and Spiritual Perſons, exempted 
from Secular Powers. - The Biſhop of Rome is now over all Ec- 
<lcfiaſtical Perfons and Cauſes, even in theſe Dominions, Su+ 
-preme Head. And having upon the matter made Conqueltover 
more than half the Kingdom, in the Times of King Jobs, and 
the Fhird, ſets on for the whole, and obtains of King 

Fobn an abſolute Surrender of England and Ireland unto his Holis 
nes, which were granted back again by him to the King, to 
hold of the Church of Ronee, in Fec-farm and Vaſſalage..

Such Ruine being brought upon both Kingdoms by this De- 
vice and Engine, (the Claim and Exerciſe of Ecclefiaſtical Ju- 
riſdiftion over Pexſons and Cauſes by a Foreign Power )- the 
Nation was awakened, both King; Lords, and Commons, yea, 
the Spiritual Lords themſelves, to joja with more Vigor againſt 
this Foreign Uſurpation. To this purpoſe ſevere Laws were 
made,in' the Time of Edw.

Times. The Benefit we have vow by Chriſtian Mgiſtrates,was 
then more abundantly ſupplied, ( the Infancy of Chriſtianity 


requiring more ) by the Miracles wrought, and the conſtant . 


Dire&ion and Care of . Apoſtolick and extraordinary Perſons, 
who: were .gifted by Chrift for that purpoſe. 


All the ordinary Helps that now we have, by external and

He can urge his People to come to the Means, 
and outwardly conform to the ſame, and fo bring them to 
the Knowlecdg of the Truth, the very Knowledg whereof; tho 
not faving, isa means at1calitorefirain our inbred Corruption, 
and to work preparatively to Converſion, bringing Mernyinto a 
Condition not far from the Kingdom of Heaven, as Chriffpeaks. 

2. The Civil Magiſtrate hath Power to puniſh and reward, 
and foto work upon the Paſſions of Fear, Deſire, Hope, 8&c. Man, 
even in his Natural Eftate, hath free Willin Moral Actions, if it 
be excited and drawn forth. The Paſſions are (o ſeated betwixt 
the Will and Senſes, that outward and ſenſual Objects work ef- 
feQually upon it: the Motions of the Will, in this our State of 
Corruption, depending more upon the viſions of what is ſenſy- 
al, than what is a rational Good or Evil.

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upon this account principally : Having no Dependency in Reſpect 
. of Power or. Juriſdiction one on another, they cannot in their 
own Sphere enlarge themſelves by Subordinations , to a political 
Body of any ſuch Extenfion and Greatneſs, as may render their 
Obedience or Compliance more doubtful or uncertain. It is 
matter of Jealoufie with Princes and States, when there is. in 
their Dominions a Body, large and extenſive,. firmly joyned and 
-.compaG in it ſelf, of an intereſt peculiar and not holding of them. 

Particular Churches are of a ſmall compaſs, ſometimes compre- 
hended in One, ordinarily but of a few Families. So that in this 
reſpe& , - though their Intereſt and Government be peculiar, 
they may retain it, and for ſubſtance the ſame (as Families do) 
throughout the World. , Which will further appear in the fol 
lowing Conſiderations. . | 

1, It is granted on all hands, That the Lord: hath limited his 
Church to a Government which is perpetual, and for ſubſtance 
to be the ſame in all places. As alſo that the Nations, from 
their Civil Government variouſly, and as they judge moſi 
prudent. 

2. Since the Wall f partition by Chriſts Death was broken 
. down: The Goſpel and Chriſtian Churches were by Chriſts 
commiſſion to be planted in all parts of the World. It ſtands 
therefore with common reaſon, that the Church Government 
Chriſt hath left us, is of that Nature , as without any ſubſftan- 
tial Alteration may comply with, and not be prejudicial to, an 
Civil Government. | 

3. If particular Churches by Union become one body, for ex- 
tention as large as the Civil State, There will hardly be a due 


——and'peaceable accord, and cach enjoy its priviledge and Liberties 


without-prejudice to.the other 3 unleſs theſe two great bodies - 
be moulded and formed one with reſpe& unto the other. The 
policy-therefore of the Nation and the National Chwrch of the 
\ Jewes, were both reſpeively formed by the Lord himſelf. 

4. Hence this opinion of Stater-men, that there is no form 
-of Church Government left by Chrift ,- or his Apoſtles 3 but to
